THE NEWSPAPER REPORT 

_Jhc Chicago "Herald," on February 4th, gave 
the following -report of the findings of the 
Supreme Court: — 

"San Francisco, Feb. 3.— Two provisions ol a 
- Xos Angeles, ordinance creating and empowering ' 
the Municipalise Charities Commission were de- 
clared void to-day by the California Supreme 
Court. Thc ease was that of Major W. J. Dart, 
of The Salvation Army, who was arrested and 
put into jail for selling clothing donated to thc 
Organisation.- Thc two provisions of the ordi- 
nance held void, were those imposing penalties 
for soliciting for charity without a permit and 
prohibiting the .sale of. donated merchandise 
without a permit. 

'-The Salvation Army lias been refused a per- 
mit partly because oi a charge that a large per- ^ 
ccnlagc of funds it collected went out of town. 
The Army's books showed to the contrary. The- 
Municipal Charities Commission also demanded 
that thc local governing body of Thc Army be 
composed mainly wf_ Los Angeles citizens ap- 
proved hy thc Commission. 

'"Surely,* says Ac decision written hy Justice 
K W. Hcnshaw, and commenting on thc vetoed 
provisions, .'here, if anywhere, ,is the organized - 
charity, scrimped and iced, in the. name of a 
millions, statistical Christ. Thc municipal 
authorities of a city cannot say who may engage 
in cliaritablc work dependent on public volun- 
tary contributions. It Constitutes an attempt to 
n?c Lite police nowcr'in an arljilrary, unreason- 
able, and oppressive manner. It necessarily con- 
tains an assertion of powtr to prohibit and 
suppress vocations and occupations. The quality 
of mercy (and so ncccssnrilv of charity), v.-c arc 
told— 

Ts not strained: 
It droppeth as thc gcuLle rain from Heaven 
Upon the place beneath. 

Put in Los Angeles it in to be strained anil 
dropped as from a sprinkling pot in the hands of 
thc Charities Commission.*" 

PRAISES GOD FOR VICTORY 

Immediately upon receipt of this most grati- 
fying news, Commissioner Estill assembled the 
entire Territorial Staff atid employees, and, after 
the general 'jubilation, which followed the an- 
nouncement of the court's decision, called upon 
the Territorial Secretary ui give thanks unto God 
who givcththe victory. 

The fight has been long and trying, lasting 
from September 13lh, 1013, when the ordinance 
went in force, to February' 3rd, 1016, ouly a few 
days short of two years and five months. It has 
been led personally by Commissioner Estill, who, 
with the Tcrritorial'Secretary and other mem- 
bers of thc Territorial Staff; spent many days m 
conference with the Commander and Chief 
Secretary in New York, and The Army's attor- 
neys, Messrs, Moses, "Rosenthal, and~Kcnncdy, of 
Chicago.. The Commissioner also made several 
special trips to' Los Angelcsr, and, with thc 
Officers responsible for Army operations jn that 
city, held long conferences with thc Los Angeles 
Charities Commission, trying to reach a settle- 
ment out of court; with The Army's Los Angeles 
attorneys, Messrs. Gibson, Dunn, and Crutchcr, 
s -ii.ti'd|in-'COM*t ; fightiii!!r..for .The^Ajsfty*a_ rights in- 
eiwglgarioH*- court act ions, brought: against, us -hy ;

of Los Angeles. So sweeping were they that all 
of The Army's charitable enterprises and some 
o£ Us Los Angeles Social Institutions were af- 
fected. Notwithstanding the binding provisions 
of thc ordinance and the unlimited power given 
to the Charities Commission, Commissioner 
Estill, upon being informed of their passage, gave 
instructions to thc Los Angeles Institutions 
affected to apply to permits, fill in thc.fuiancta.t 
and statistical forms required by the Commis- 
sion, open their places and books to the Com- 
mission's investigators, and given them every 
facility to 'make a thorough and impartial :.-? vesi- 
cation, feeling confident that The Army van 
doing such a magnificent work in the City of Los 
Angeles, ranking second to no city in the West, 
except Chicago, that.it could not fail to be heart- 
ily and quickly endorsed by any unprejudiced 
and fair-minded body of men and women. 

Immediately upon their application, for per* 
mils, however, it became apparent to those in 
charge of Thc Army Institutions and Charities 
in Los Angeles, that there was a very deep- 
rooted and bitter prejudice against Thc Salvation 
Army on thc part of the President of the Com- 
mission, Dr. Miltliank Johnson. He took no 
pains to hide his animosity to The Anny, and 
gloried in the fact that The Army was compelled 
by hiw to seek endorsement at his hands. Be- 
lieving, as it usually thc case, that this preju- 
dice was largely due "to ignorance of Or misin- 
formation regarding the work and cflicicncy of 
Thc Army, and that this animosity would disap- 
pear on the truth regarding its methods and aims 
being properly presented, great forbearance was 
manifested in dealing with Dr. Johnson, both by 
the Commissioner and the Los Angeles Olncers. 
The pure white light of truth could bring notli- 
"Ing but good 10 The Army, and must eventually 
dispel prejudice and animosity. 

A PREJUDICED OBSERVER 

But Dr. Johnson proved thc exception tn the 
rule. Lor weeks he did nolliing but .study Thc 
Salvation Army— travelling across the coiftincnr. 
visiting various Army Institutions, and inter- 
viewing Officers iu Chicago. New York, anil 
other cities. Although he could not help admir- 
ing ihc excellent institutions Uc visited, yot he 
returned to Los Angeles determined to alter the 
military form of government of Thc Salvation 
Army, and 'sweep away Thc Army's method of 
holding properties. 

The Charities Commission decided that the 
final hearing of Thc Salvation Army's applica- 
tion for permits should take place in the Mayors 
outer ofliec at nine o'clock on Tuesday, Sep- 
tember 1st, 191-1. \ ' . 

Returning to Chicago in August from The 
Army's International Congress held in London, 
Commissioner Estill was compelled to leave un- 
done much important business in order to keep 
the appointment in Los Angeles. Accompanied 
bv his secretary -and his legal representative. 
Judge 'Gibson, and the Los Angeles Officer.*. 
Commissioner Estill arrived at the appointed 
place and time. But no Charities Commission 
- was there. Judge. Gibson called up Dr. Johnson, 
and was informed that the Commission had othcT 
business to attend to that day, and that The Sal- 
vation Army case was postponed one week, giv- 
ing out through the jicwspapcrs that they had 
given The Army another week's grace. The 
Charities Commission had, however, comc.to'a 
decision before thc hearing -took place, present- 
ing typewritten copies of this decision the night 
bufurv the hearing Lo tile Associated Tress. 

The temporary permits which had been issued 
to The Army were withdrawn, and the Industrial 
■ storekeepers were arrested for'- selling donated 
goods-, without, a permit. Upon the advice of 
The Army's Los Angeles attorneys. ' Commis- 
sioner Estill ordered the Industrial Home and 
ten stores to, close theif doors and thc Relief and 
Rescue SoHcttorirto cease operations until the 
legality -of (lie ordinance could be tcs-ted. 

On January 26th, 1915, Major Dart opened an 
Industrial Store^ sold some cfptMng,. and was 
arrested; ...He -remained iu tv *-i'yy * ir- wrr,c

The third Sundar of the recent 
Siege in the United States was set 
apart as Prison Sunday, lii com- 
memoration of the thirty-first anni- 
versary of the establishment of Pri- 
son' Work in that .country. Exten- 
sive plans were made to get into the 
large State Prisons and Reforma- 
tories throughout the country, as 
well as into city and county jails. 

In the Eastern Territory thirty- 
seven targe penal institutions in sis- 
teen different States were visited and 
services conducted. The discipline 
of the prison prevents making the 
usual appeal for men and women to 
come and kneel at the Penitent 
Form, according to Army usage, but 
hundreds, through the raising of 
their hands, expressed a desire to _ 
lead Christian lives. - In the Boston 
City Prison, at Deer Island. 125 
raised their hands for prayer in the . 
men's . meeting, and in the service 
for women prisoners "5 expressed a 
desire to follow Christ. - 

The warden of the prison at Eas- 
lon, Pa., said The Army meeting was 
the best he had knotvn in that sin- 
stitution. While the ■ semce was 
pofng on, njen fell on their knees in 
their cells, asking the Lord to save 
them. 

The Commander, after an all-night 
journey, conducted a meeting in ihc 
Auburn, N.Y, State Prison af which 
there were present between twelve 
and, fourteen hundred prisoners.

Few Bights are of more bewitch- 
ing beauty than the Bermudas pre- 
sent as the steamer pursues its way 
through that tortuous passage, the 
Main Ship Channel, situated at the 
eastern extremity of the islands, 
which is indeed the one surveyed 
and' buoyed waterway, for on all 
sides lie the coral reefs whic'. afford 
'protection against the ocean's rav- 
ages, .and form a natural line of 
submarine defences. 

Origin of the Bermudas 

There are various theories to ac- 
count for the presence of these 
islands so remote from the main- 
land — being over six hundred miles 
from the nearest point of the con- 
tinent. But the most commonly 
accepted is that the erest of a huge 
submarine mountain, rising some 
fifteen thousand feet from the floor 
of the Atlantic, became the abode 
of myriads of lime-Secreting corals, 
which raised the structure- until at 
last there arose above ride water 
numbers of sandy beaches, compos- 
ed of .the shells of these tiny dead 
fish. The shells having been ground 
into atoms by the action of the 
waves, wert drifted by the winds in- 
to sand dunes, which, being com- 
posed of carbonate of lime were by 
the action of rain-water converted 
into rock. By this process was 
evolved the Bermudas, with an area 
of about nineteen utiles, now cov- 
ered with red soil, the residue of 
decomposing limestone, of such, 
great fertility that three crops a 
year arc regularly yielded. 

Springing from the translucent 
water — the colour of which varies 
from a delicate green to ultramarine, 
including the blues of turquoise, 
sapphire, varied by emerald green— 
are the low, cedar-clad isles of re- 
mote Bermuda. The dark foliage 
throws out in ht»ld relief the snow- 
while dwellings nestling amid the 
trees, and forms & striking hack- 
gronnd to dazzling Hamilton — a 
town of white-washed limestone 

There are grim, grey warships rid- 
ing at anchor, but "military neces- 
sity" forbids further mention of the 
guardians of Empire. 

At length the "Bcrmudlan is 
moored, we descend the gangway, 
are received by Major Barr and Ad- 
jutant Miller, and find ourselves in 
the place where, for so many hours, 
we had ardently longed to be. 

Wc left New York with two 
inches of sleet on the decks of*the 
steamer and a raw, driving wind in 1 
the air that pierced to the marrow. 

When wc awoke on Saturday 
jnorning the sun streamed from a 
cloudless sky and roses red and white 
bloomed in the garden. There could 
be no greater climatic contrast than 
wintry New York and early Febru-' 
ary in the balmy Bermudas— thanks 
to the turbulent Gulf Stream.

Here 
the guide will show you the shadow- 
graph of a mermaid, and there he 
points out a fancied .resemblance to 
the features of our "Redeemer. 

The prevailing colours range from 
that of a snowdrift to salmon pink; 
the forms arc of infinite variety, and 
vary from pencil-like stalactites to 
pillars a foot in diameter. The floor 
of the cave is a lake, whose waters 
are so clear that in spite of its great 
depth <;very object at the bottom is 
plainly visible. A pontoon bridge 
enables .one to traverse from end to 
end this' the most -dazzling concern 
in Bermuda.

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i- WAR'S COST ANALYZED > 

IT is cempated -by.. Sir peorge 
Paisb, a leaaing. British authority 
on financial matters, that the cost 
of tbe war for the first fourteen 
months was over twenty bilhon 
'dollars. Since.theiv up to January 
,1st of the new year, the expendt- 
. ians have been at the rate of sev- 
eniy million dolors a day. 
. Sir George calls attention to the 
fact, however, that out of this 
money, something like half of the 
oopulations of the various countries 
involved, excluding- Russia, arc hi> 
inu maintained. ■ ; ■ 

"For the most part,' he says, war 
tapendltuM has simply taken the 
place of other expenditurt Whe- 
ther the nations are at peace or at 
iar, the men. who make up, armies 
must have food and clothing. 

"The only- extra expenditures, en- 
tirely peculiar to 'war time, is that 
involved in the unusual wear and 
tear of clothing worn by thc men in 
military service and their unusually 
creat consumption o£ food. 

"The vast numbers of people who 
arc now engaged in the production 
of munitions, clothing, and other 
supplies for the armies would need 
to be maintained in any case. For 
the most part Ihcy are doing much 
the same sort of work in war time 
that they did in peace times. The 
tiiiors are making clothing for sol- 
diers, instead of for civilians, and so 
on Such are the principal difccr- 




Sceing that the needs of the armjj 
must be attended to first, this strain 
is. .bound to increase, and a move- 
ment is now on foot to get Lord 
Derby to assume thc organization 
of the civilian medical service, so as 
to free more doctors for the army 
hy promoting- greater efficiency and 
better organization at home. 

It is computed that there are thirty 
thousand doctors in thc Britfchlslcsj 
at least onc-balf of whom havebeco 
called for service with the army-aod 
navy. The strain on thc half left to 
look after thc civilians has been car- 
ried to the limit, and it is rceognized 
that the only way in which Further*" 
relief can be obtained for either ser-* 
vice is by improved organization in 
the use of the men available.

costs; Sir George Faish continues. 
"Therefore let us ask: What has the 
world lost through this war[ 

"En England very few new homes 
have been buiit since thc war be- 
gan. The great sums of money 
which ought to have been devoted 
;to this purpose have been spent in 
making cannon, ammunition, and 
other war-time commodities, prac- 
tically all of which have been or wiU 
be destroyed. Had the houses been 
built with the same money tfiey 
would have endured for years, 

"Again, had there teen no war, 
great sums of money would have 
been spent in England and in all the 
other belligerent countries in town- 
planning, sanitation, beautification, 
and other public, improvements, all 
tending to make human life more 
agreeable and fruitful as well as 
more enduring. But the money 
which would have been used for 
this purpose has been spent, instead 
!{at least in part), in raising and 
ioaintainlngarmicg. -- _ . . 

"But for the war Great Bntam 
would have been able to find vast 
sums, and would have found them, 
for railroad construction, particular- 
ly in India and China, where every 
mile of new-built railways means 
new-built human progress and the 
advancement of civilization"

MEMENTO OF LIVINGSTONE 

EVEN in these stern days of crisis 
thc story of David Livingston* is 
still dear to tlic heart of our race. 
The life of thc Scots boy from 
Lanarkshire who made a great name 
as a missionary and CKjilorer has 
been told again and again, 

It was in 1EH3 that Livingstone 
first arrived at MabosEa in thc Ba~ 
Italia country, and in thc following 
year the house was built which was 
to be his home for two years. His 
house was at first infested with 
lions, and lion-hunting seems to 
have occupied his time for a consid- 
erable pcriodj and he was perman- 
ently injured by one of them. 

In 1844 he married Mary, thc 
daughter of Dr. Moffat, and took 
her to Mabotsa, His wife took 
Charge of the infant school. In 1846", 
Owing to differences with another 
missionary, Livingstone gave up his 
house and garden at Mabotsa and 
took up his station forty miles away 
at Tshonuanc. Two children were 
born to him at Mabotsa. 



Mrs. Livingstone Wilson, the 
only surviving child of the groat 
explorer, has just been lecturing in 
London on a visit to Old Chit&mbo, 
where her father died. Here she 
collected from the natives many in- 
teresting memories of Livingstone's 
death fliid saw bis cenotaph. His 
body, it will be remembered, was 
conveyed to England and buried iu 
Westminster Abbey. 

ALLIED TRADE CONGRESS 

EARLY in March the allied Far- 
- liaments wit I hold a Congress en 
Paris, when the commercial com- 
niLtlCL-s of each Parliament will meet 
to di«cnss ways and means of pro- 
curing commercial supremacy on 
the part of thc allies. 

This Congress will be held in the 
Senate at Paris, and will be attend- 
ed by delegates from Britain, Japan, 
France, Russia, Belgium, Italy, and 
Serbia, Among thc questions to be 
discu£scd will be that of preferen- 
tial tariffs on the part of thc col- 
onies in favour of the allies, thc re- 
duction of postal, telegraphic, and 
telephonic tolls, and thc creation of 
an international patent bureau.

BRITAIN is facing a serious 
dearth of doctor^ As the num- 
ber of wounded from the front in- 
creases and the spheres of opera- 
tions increase, thc strain on the 
medical men left to look after the 
civilian population is becoming 
heavier every day.
